19̂ 5, both inclusive, the
first of said publications being at least twenty days before the passage of
said ordinance; and

WHEREAS, under and by virtue of the terms of the certain ordinance
passed by the City C0uncil, and approved by the Mayor of said City, oa the
15th day of February, 19̂ 5, a regular election was held in said City, accord-
ing to law, on the 2nd day of April, 19̂ 5, for the purpose of the adoption
or rejection by the qualified voters of said City of said proposed amendments
to the existing Charter of the City of Austin, Texas; and

WHEREAS, upon due consideration of said election, it appears and it is
found that due and legal notice thereof has been given, and further upon
consideration of the returns of said election, it appears and it is found
that the votes cast at said election have been duly counted and the returns
thereof legally made, and the City Council having counted and canvassed said
returns, It appears therefrom that there were cast in said election Three
Thousand and Fifty-one (3051) votes, of which number there were cast for and
against each of said propositions proposing said amendments the following:
